STATEMENT OF THE SUBSTANCE OF THE INTERVIEW UNDER 37 CFR 1.133(b) 



An interview with the Examiner was conducted on March 11, 2004 by telephone. A proposed 
response to the Office Action was faxed to the Examiner on March 10, 2004* During the 
interview, Applicant explained the meaning of the "eye point angle" feature in claim 1. The 
Examiner indicated agreement that there is a difference between prior art reference Robertson 
and the claimed invention, The Examiner indicated that fbrther review would be needed. 
Applicants explained that Robertson merely discloses moving the viewpoint, not an eye point 
angle, according to where the lens panel is and how it is moved. Applicants explained that 
Robertson does not teach or suggest retaining each eye point 5 angle for each vertex of a polygon 
and to perturb each such angle at each polygon fragment, and to incorporate perturbed texel 
angles as recited in the claim. The Examiner indicated that he would review the proposed 
response and fhrther consider Applicant's arguments.
